BALTIMORE, March 7 (AP)—A 
huge section of ice show bleach- 
ers, “not even nailed down,” col- 
lapsed like a giant house of cards 
and injured more than 275 per- 
sons last night. - Thirty-two of 
them were reported. to be in 
‘serious condition.” 

The massive section shuddered 
and gave way about 8:25 p.m., 
five minutes before the Sonja 
Henie show was scheduled to be- 
gin in Ealtimore’s Fifth Regiment 
Armory. 

The heavy beams and planks 
went down with a roar, pinning 
men, women and children under 
a mass of heavy timbers. Men 
tore at the tangle of beams to 
rescue screaming children and 
crying women. 

There was no panic among 
others in the crowd, and the res- 
cue operation carried cn by po- 
lice, firemen and National Guards- 
men was completed within 30 
minutes. 


No Permit for Stands. | 

As 10 hospitals continued treat- 
ing the bruised and battered vic- 
tims today, the city disclosed it 
had not issued the show a permit 
for the temporary stands. Though 
none was required by law, the 
show had asked for one and had 
been refused, building inspector 
Paul Cohen said, 

Cohen said the show was re- 
fused a permit because all stands 
were not up at the time inspec- 
tors called yesterday afternoon. 
He added that none would have 
been issued anyway since the sec- 
tion which would seat about 700 
persons was “of temporary con- 
struction, and not even nailed 
down.”

That was about the burden of 
the Justice Department’s com- 
plaint when it turned down 
Chelf’s request. The Justice De- 
partment said the request would 
create an “intolerable burden” 
and make necessary the examina- 
tion of perhaps 500,000 cases.

Today's report went far beyond 
his message to Congress and the 
address to the nation in support- 
ing arguments for the Mutual Se- 
curity Program, the official name 
for the combined foreign mili- 
tary and economic aid programs. 

The President outlined the 
things already accomplished in 
the joint rearmament drive 
touched off by the outbreak of 
the Korean war as well as item- 
izing how new funds will be spent, 
and what can be expected. 

Opposition in Congress. 

However, even Administration 
supporters conceded that the pro- 
gram faces a tough time in this 
election-year Congress. 

The President said “neutral- 
ism,” which he defined as “the 
ostrich-like disposition to ignore 
the reality of the Soviet threat,” 
has steadily declined as confi- 
dence in the free world’s defense 
has grown, 

He said “not one nation has 

turned from the path of co-oper- 
ation” and that this country’s At- 
lantic allies in Europe, including 
Greece and Turkey, have _ in- 
ereased their standing armies in 
the past twq years by more than 
half a million men. The quality 
of the troops, he said, also has 
increased. 
' The President said the power 
of Communism in the western 
European countries Aas declined. 
It remains a threat in France and 
Italy, although its power has been 
“very substantially reduced” in 
those countries during the past 
five years. 

The danger of runaway infla- 
tion in Europe has been brought 
under contrcl. he said. 

Truman renewed his appeal for 
continued American support of ef- 
forts to increase the living stand- 
ards of underdeveloped peoples 
in the Near East and Africa as the 
best means of gaining stability 
and fighting Communism. 

Situation in Asia. 

In the Far East Truman re- 
ported a continuing buildup of 
Chinese Nationalist forces on the 
island of Formosa and a steady 
flow of United States assistance to 
war-torn Indochina. He also told 
of arms deliveries in smaller 
amounts to. Thailand, Indonesia 
and the Philippines. 

The President pictured all of 
the Far East as under the shadow 
of Communism and said Red 
China is waging physical and psy- 
chological warfare against the 
young nations around its borders. 

Only American assistance, he 

said, can continue to “contain” 
this. 
Truman said the United States 
has been compelled to meet a 
variety of Soviet ghallenges to 
the free nations in the form of 
subversion, revolution and, in 
Korea, “unveiled military aggres- 
sion.” 
This country has had to em- 
ploy an equal variety of measures 
to deal with these moves, he said, 
citing political, economic and 
military maneuvers on the part 
of the United States. 

“Positions of Strength.” 
“But, in simplest terms,” he 
said, “we have sought to build 
positions of strength—political, 
economic and military—through- 
out the free world. With strength,

The Mutual Security Program is just what its name says. It is

another, This program is already in effect and it is working suc- 


cessfully. 


‘ The present authority for the 
Mutual Security Program will ex- 
pire on June the thirtieth of this 
year. Today, 1 asked the Congress 
for authority to continue the pro- 
gram for another year. 

The action the Congress takes 
on that request has a great deal 
to do with our chances of avoid- 
ing another world war. It may 
make the difference between life 
and death for many of you who 
are listening to me ‘tonight. 

Our Best Insurance. 

That is because the best insur- 
ance we can take out against an- 
other world war is to stick to- 
gether with our friends. Together, 
we cannot be conquered. The So- 
viet Union cannot achieve its 
dream of world conquest unless 
it picks off the free nations one 
by one. The Soviet policy is the 
old one: Divide and conquer. Our 
policy ‘ig an old one, too: In unity 
there is strength. 

There are still some people in 
this country who are so blind they 
won't see this. They try to tell 
us we ought to confine ourselves 
to building up.our own defenses 
here at home so we can retreat 
behind them if trouble comes. 
That’s the way to be safe, they 
say, and save money at the same 
time. Well, they’re wrong on 
both counts. They are not pre- 
senting a low-cost plan for na- 
tional security. They are trying 


ture of the threat. The mutual 
security program, as I presented 
it to the Congress y, com- 
bines three types of contributions. 


To begin with, there is the con- 
tribution of straight military 
equipment and arms to help oth- 
er nations defénd themselves~— 
and thereby to*help defend us. 
Of the funds I have asked for, 
over five billion dollars—more 
than two-thirds of the total—will 
go for these military items, be- 
cause the largest gaps in the free 
world’s strength at present are in 
the actual weapons needed for 
defense. 

The second type of contribution 
consists of raw materials, com- 
modities and machinery needed to 
support the military effort. For 
example, we might send steel to 
help another country make its own 
guns instead of sending it the fin- 


ished weapons. This is one ex- 
ample of what we call “defense 
support,” for which I am asking 
$1,700,000,000. These funds will 
enable our friends in Western 
Europe to produce more military 
equipment and maintain larger 
armed forces. Our support for 
their defense efforts will hasten 
the day when they can maintain 
their defenses without our help. 
The Cheaper Way.

tional insecurity. And I don’t 
think the people of this country , 
are going to buy it. 

Why, it’s a plain as the car 
in front of your door that we 
cannot cut ourselves off from 
the rest of the world. It takes 
a lot of things to make an auto- 
mobile. It takes steel and 
chrome and copper and alumi- 
num and lead. We cannot pro- 
duce all of those things out of 
our own resources. We have 
to import every bit of our 
chrome, two-thirds of our 
aluminum ore, over half our 
lead, and more: than a third 
of our copper and zinc. It takes 
about 18 pounds of manganese 
to make the steel that goes into 
the average automobile. Do 
you know how much of that 18 
pounds we produce in this 
country? We produce just about 
one pound. And it works the 
same way when it comes to 
making a tank, or an airplane, 
or an aircraft carrier. We have 
to have the materials from 
abroad. 

Now, these are facts. And in 
the light of these facts, I chal- 
lenge anyone to tell me how this 
country is going to defend itself 
if we abandon our allies and hole 
up on this continent. Itis perfectly 
plain that can’t be done. And if we 
tried to do it—we would have to 
cut our civilian requirements to 
the bone, we would have to raise 
huge armed forces to try to pro- 
tect our shores against all com- 
ers, and we would have to clamp 
on controls that would make any- 
thing we’ve seen so far look pzle. 
Insteead of saving money, we 
would have to spend many times 
more than we do now, to make 
up for the loss of materials and 
armed forces we now get from 
our allies. *What is worse, we 
would still not be secure. 


Help Others Help Us. 

Now, nobody is saying that we 
must take over the defense of the 
free world all by oursélves. That 
would be just as foolish as trying 
to get along without any friends 
at all. We can’t defend the whole 
world by ourselves. We shouldn't 
try, and we aren't trying. But 
surely it is to our own self-inter- 
est to help our friends defend 
themselves, because by defending 
themselves they are also defend- 
ing us. 

That is what we have been 
doing ever since 1947, That is 
the way we have been blocking 


the Kremlin's conspiracy to un- 
dermine and take over the free |4 


countries around the world. And 
we have had a lot of success in 
this great effort. 

We have put a lot into this 
struggle. It has called for Amer- 
ican troops and arms in Europe, 
and American fleets on the seas, 
and American bases in foreign 
lands, and a hard, bitter conflict 
in Korea. 

Our allies are putting a lot 
into the struggle, too. We and 
they together have made a great 
deal of headway in building a 
solid system for our mutual ‘de- 


ense. 

Just in this last year we have 
made great strides in setting up 
this system of defense, both in the 
Atlantic and the Pacific areas. 
The agreement that was made 
two weeks ago at Lisbon to es- 
tablish a European army repre- 
sents one of the greatest ad- 
vances toward European unity 
that was ever made. 

This great defense system— 
on both sides of the globe— 
will work if the nations in it 
have the armed forces to fill it 
out. And those armed forces 
have to have the weapons and 


the equipment they need to be 


effective. 

These are the purposes of 
this Mutual Security Program 
—to get weapons and equip- 
ment inte the hands of our al- 
lies, and to help our friends 

build up their economic 
strength so they can stand on 
their own feet as full partners 
in the cause of freedom. 


Our contributions will take dif- 


They make a great point of say- 
ing this is where we can econo- 
mize. They claim we can save 
money by sending our partners 
only things that shoot. What these 
people don’t realize is that this 
would not be saving money at all. 
On the contrary, it would cost us 
more money. 

Because if we don’t make it 
possible for other nations to in- 
crease their own defense efforts, 
we would have to send more arms 
from our own production. And 
that would cost us a great deal 
more. 

There is a third kind of con- 
tribution we are making to at- 
tain mutual security. There are 
parts of the world where plows 
can do a better job in maintain- 
ing stability and democracy than 
tanks and warplanes and ma- 
chine guns. There the Commn- 
nist makes his bid for power 
not as a conqueror, but in the 
guise of a friend offering an 
end te the torments of famine 
and disease. We know the Com- 
munist promises are false; but 
it would be ridiculous to go to 
the peoples of Asia, Africa and 
the Near East and say, “Here 
are guns, use them to drive 
away the men who are promis- 
ing you what you have always 
wanted.” Stomach Communism 
cannot be halted with weapons 
of war. We must meet the chal- 
lenge with more appropriate 
means. That is what the Point 
IV program does. 

The people of the underde- 
veloped countries are hungry. We 
can show them how to grow more 
food. They are sick. We can show 
them how they may be healed. 
Their countries are rich in re- 
sources, but their people are very 
poor. We can show them how to 
use their resources in a way that 
will raise their standards of liv- 
ing. This is the first line of de- 
fense against Communism in 
those areas of the world. 

I have therefore included in 
my message to Congress a request 
for some $600,000,000 in economic 
and technical assistance. It is only 
a fraction of the amount I have 
asked for military purposes, but 
who can say that in the long run 
it may not have a greater effect? 

Bargain Counter Victories. 

The victories that can be won 
in this battle with a relatively 
small amount of assistance on our 
part are fantastic. I’d like to give 
you some examples of what we 
have done to show what we can 


O. 
Over in Indochina, the rice bowl 


territory held by the Communists 
who, of course, cut them. So, 
Harold E. Schwartz, one of our 
technical advisers from South Da- 
kota, had some diesel engines 
brought in to pump the water. 
Today, 15,000 farm families have 
25 thousand acres of rice they 
didn’t have last year. This project 
only cost us $75,000. But one rice 
crop from this area will be worth 
two million dollars. Now there’s 
an example of how a little inge- 
nuity and a small outlay of funds 
can produce results on ‘a big scale. 

Another example is in Turkey, 
‘where a verifable agricultural 
revolution is being brought about 
with the help of a team of nine 
American experts led by Elmer 
Starch, of Lincoln, Nebr. In 
three years, Turkey has raised its 
grain production by over 50 per 
cent and has tripled its cotton 
production. 


India’s Need Is Food. 


Now let us look a minute at 
India. Since the shadow of Com- 
munist control has darkened 
China, India stands as the largest 
democratic nation in all Asia. 
But India is faced with the same 
kind ofthreat which overpowered 
the Chinese. We have a chance 
to help stop that threat in India. 
Not by sending guns and planes, 
but by doing just the kind of 
things I’ve been telling you 
about. 

The first, essential step in 
India is to boost food output so 
there won’t be any more fam- 
ines, and daily living won’t be so 
hard for people as it is now. The 
Indian government has a con- 
crete plan to get this done. They 
are moving right ahead on it. 
And we are backing them up with 
technical assistance and fertilizer 
and supplies for irrigation proj- 
ects, tube wells, and the like. 


up to bring Point IV help to 
15,000 villages. These projects 
will bring modern methods to 
3,000,000 farms. They will make 
available on a large scale the 
marvelous results that have been 
achieved by one of our agricul- 
tural experts, Horace Holmes of 
Tennessee, in working with the 
Indian farmers. They will attack 
disease, illiteracy, and poverty 
where they must be attacked, at 
the village grassroots. 

All these things I’ve been tell- 
ing. you about are part of the 
Mutual Security Program. These 
are its three interrelated parts: 
First. direct military assistance, 
which is the biggest part right 
now; second, the contributions we 
make to support the defense ef- 
forts of other nations; and, third, 
our programs of economic and 
technical aSgsistance. 

This is not a program to carry 
the world on our shoulders. It is 
a program to make it possible for 
the world to stand on its own feet. 

Money Well Spent. 

I think our money is well spent 
on a program like this. 
cheapest and most effective way 
to achieve security. But there are 
those among us who say we can’t 
afford it. We've heard that one 
before. They are the same people 
who have been saying “we can’t 
afford it” to every worthwhile 
thing this nation has undertaken 
in the last 20 years. If they had 
been right, we would be bank- 
rupt now. But they weren’t right 
and we aren’t bankrupt. 

Then, there are others, both in 
Congress and out, who-are say- 
ing, “sure, I’m all for the mutual 
security program. It’s a fine 
thing, and we must support it. 
But we’ll have to cut it by several 
billion dollars.” 

Now I know this i8 a very pop- 
ular point of view, especially in 
an election year—just as popular 
as a campaign pledge to reduce 
taxes. But I think most of you 
will agree with me that we'd be 
better off to win the fight against 
Communism than to win any par- 
ticular election. 

The figure of $7,900,000,000 
that I am recommending was not 
just taken out of the air. It is the 
result of many months of - careful 
study. I would not recommend 
that the Congress spend a single 
dollar more than our national se- 
curity requires. Neither would I 
recommend spending a single dol- 
lar less than our security re-

Both Arnall and Roger L,. Put- 
nam, Economic Stabilization direc- 
tor, promised “action,” however, 
in the current survey by Arnall’s 
Office of Price Stabilization to 
determine which prices might be 
decontrolled. Chairman Burnet 
R. Maybank (Dem.), South Caro- 
lina, told Putnam that “if you 
don’t do it, Congress will.” 

Both witnesses elaborated fur- 
ther on President Truman’s plea 
for a “strengthening” of the act 
by removal of the Capehart, Her- 
long, and Butler-Hope amend- 
ments.

(Dem.), North Carolina, O’Conor 
(Dem.), Maryland, and Eastland

“T at once gave him your name,” 
Lattimore wrote. 

Lattimore is a trustee of the 
Institute of Pacific Affairs, which 
figures prominently in the in- 
quiry, and once was editor of its 
quarterly Pacific Affairs.

Rep. Sutton Wants Grow 
Court -Martialed, Rep. 


Sikes Calls for an 


Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (UP) 


-—A Congressman demanded to- 
day that Maj. Gen. Robert W. | 
Grow, whose diary fell into the | 
hands of the Russians, “be given | 
a general court martial.” 

The demand came from Repre- 
sentative Pat Sutton (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, a frequent critic of the 
military. He said that Grow’s | 
diary, proposing that the United | 
States attack Russia “as soon as 
possble” and “by hitting below | 
the belt,” should not have been | 
kept. Especially, he said, it should | 
not have been allowed to fall into 
Russian hands. 

“We should not let him off 
with a slap on the wrist,” Sutton 
said. : 

Representative Robert L. F. | 
Sikes (Dem.), Florida, a member | 
of the House Appropriations sub- | 
committee, demanded that Con- | 
gress investigate the whole af- | 
fair. 


Army Muffles Grow. 


The Army, meanwhile, refused 
to discuss whether any action 
would be taken against Grow be- 
cause of his diary, which he kept 
while serving as United States 
military attache in Moscow last 
year. Photostats of parts of it | 
are. now being widely publicized | 
by the Reds, particularly that part | 
which advocates an attack against 
Russia. | 

The Army also said that Grow | 
would not be available for com- | 
ment. 

“It was not at all smart of the 
general to keep a diary, and I 
think Congress should ask some 
questions about why he did.” 
Sikes told a reporter. He added 
that if the House armed services 
committee doesn’t investigate, “I 
think our subcommittee will.” | 

Chairman Carl Vinson (Dem.), | 
Georgia, declined to say whether 
the armed services committee may 
look into the matter. | 

State Department officials | 
noted that the publication of | 
Grows’ diary coincided with Rus- 
sian charges that the United 
States is rearming Western Eu- 
rope wiih the aim of waging 
“aggressive” war on Russia. 

Official U. S. Line. 

In an effort to offset this Com- 
munist propaganda, President 
Truman and Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson have emphasized 
repeatedly in recent speeches that 
the western rearmament program 
is purely “defensive” in nature. 

Grow was United States mili- 
tary attache at Moscow from July 
1950 until last January. He was re- | 
called to Washington after ex- 
tracts of his diary appeared in a 
pro-Communist book published in 
East Berlin. | 

The Army said a Soviet agent | 
apparently stole the diary from | 
Grow’s hotel room while he was 
visiting in Frankfurt, Germany, 
last summer. At least part of the 
diary was photographed. It was 
returned without being missed. |

Partner Says Foundation 


Could Have Barred 
Shipments Made to 
Communist China. 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP) 
—Senators digging into oil trade 
with Red China developed testi- 
mony today that a foundation 
headed by Newbold Morris, now 
Government corruption investi- 
gator for President Truman, 
could have barred the oil deliv- 
eries. Morris has been called to 
testify next week. 

Houston H. Wasson, law part- 
ner of Morris, acknowledged to 
the Senate Investigations subcom- 
mittee that this was within the 
power of the China International 
Foundation, Inc. 

Wasson testified also that his 
and Morris’s law firm has re- 
ceived about $158,000 in fees for 
legal services from two companies 
which engaged in China trade. 

One member of the subcom- 
mittee, Senator Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, has denounced the 
trade as for “blood-soaked prof- 
its,’ and with today’s testimony 
Senator Nixon (Rep.), California, 
told Wasson: 

“The morality concerned is 
about the equal of that of inter- 
national pirates.”

Morris is president and Was- 
son is secretary and treasurer of 
the foundation, incorporated as a 
non-profit charitable organization. 

The foundation owns stock— 
and Wasson said “controlled’— 
United Tanker Corp., a shipping 
firm whose vessels carried oil to 
Communist China up until about 
two months before the outbreak 
of the Korean war. 

The war began June 25, 1950 
(Korean time) but it was some five 
months later before the Chinese 
Reds entered the fighting. 

Questioned as to whether the 
foundation could have barred 
United Tanker from making the 
oil hauls, Wasson said, “if China 
International had said ‘we are 
strongly opposed to making these 
charters, they would not have 
been made.” 

He added that the decision was 
left to United Tanker. 

Heard for Third Day. 

Wasson was before the Sena- 
tors for the third day. Members 
of the subcommittee indicated that 
before they close their inquiry 
they expect to get into reports of 
high-profit trade in which rich 
Americans and Chinese Nation- 
alists sold other goods to Red 
China, even after the start of the 
Korean war.

NAVY IS SPEARHEAD 
FOR ATTACK, SAYS 
ADM. FECHTELER 


CHICAGO, March 7 (UP)— 
Adm. William M. Fechteler, chief 
of naval operations, said today 
the Navy is “more than a first 
line of defense—it is the spéar- 
head of our attack.” : 

“Our front lines are in the rim- 
lands” along the Russian border, 
Fechteler said in a speech to the 
Executives’ Club of Chicago. 
“Our ability to defend those 
lines, to counter-attack tellingly 
from them, depends upon the of- 
fensive might of our naval pow- 
er,” he said. 

He warned that new Red ag- 
gression must be expected, and 
that such threats to the nationa! 
security must be localized where 
they occur by transmitting na- 
tional power by means of the 
Navy.

“Let us not be stupid enough 
to fall into that grave error 
here. Let us eliminate subver- 
sive elements—but let us do it 
in the fair, just, decent Ameri- 
can way and not just call Com- 
munist anyone who may be a 
little brighter than ourselves.” 

“Because disloyalty is an of- 
fense of the most profound im- 
port,” he told the Boy Scouts at 
their Valley Forge Jamboree on 
July 4, 1950, “we must be es- 
pecially careful to avoid hurl- 
ing the charge of Communist 
against any who may merely 
disagree with us. Respect for 
our own free system requires 
that we speak and act against 
others with restraint until fac- 


sullen silence, awaiting the first 
moment when they can lunge des- 
perately at you and your sup- 
portefs. 

“So situated, will you risk your 
position and your future against 
the Allied armies and navies and 
air fleets whose present stature 
is only a faint index to their 
overwhelming might should the 
nations that now muster them be 
resolved fMmto a cold-blooded and 
avenging unity by your attack?

An Inexcusable Walkout 


Whether it turns out to be a short one or a 
long one, the present walkout of telephone em- 
ployes is inexcusable. 

It is inexcusable not only because the state 
law forbids strikes in public utilities, and sets 
up procedure for mediating disputes, but also 
because the union’s own contract with the tele- 
phone company establishes fully adequate pro- 
cedure for peaceably dealing with such griev- 
ances as the pretext for the present walkout. 

Four linemen decided It was too rainy to 
work last Monday, and their foreman decided 
to the contrary. The men were docked for six 
hours’ pay, and so a dispute involving some $50 
has blossomed into a general work stoppage 
which threatens to spread to the whole South- 
western Bell system. 

Whether the foreman or the linemen were 
right about Monday’s rain, whether the foreman 
or the iinemen have the authority to decide 
when work shall be done, the basic fact is that 
the union’s contract provides machinery for 
adjusting the dispute without a walkout. 

The machinery was in motion when the walk- 
out began. It should be permitted to function. 

The union says it is willing to arbitrate if 
the company will agree to a memorandum cover- 
ing arbitration of this specific type of dispute. 
The company says it is willing to arbitrate under 
more general provisions of the contract. 

Since the arbitration agreement was estab- 
lished at the union’s own request, since it fol- 
lows standard procedures set up by the Ameri- 
can ‘Arbitration Association, and has been suc- 
cessfully used in other grievances, the union 
is in a poor position now to go outside the 
agreement. Certainly there is no excuse, while 
the argument goes on, for a continued work 
stoppage. The grievance procedure is meant 
to avoid just that, and a union leadership which 
ignores the procedure convicts itself of irre- 
sponsibility. 

Surely the rank-and-file of the union will not 
permit its leadership to continue in a position 
so indefensible. 
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Let Gen. Eisenhower Do His Job 

When Gen. Eisenhower arrived in Salonika on 
his military inspection trip to Greece and Tur- 
key, reporters questioned him about the presi- 
dential race. The commander of the NATO 
defense forces said “I am not a politician” and 
declined comment. 

Why should Gen. Eisenhower be asked the 
same political question every time he visits a 
new city in Europe—-or anywhere else? His 
name is in the presidential primary in New 
Hampshire and several other states. A cam- 
paign is being waged in his behalf by Senators 
Lodge, Duff and many others. In view of his 
vital assignment, he properly is holding himself 
apart from public identification with these 
efforts. But he is not opposing them. 

The fair thing is not to badger Gen. Eisen- 
hower every few days but to permit him to 
work as hard as he can for NATO, certainly for 
the immediate future. If there is a “higher 
call” he has indicated he will answer it. That 
is enough for now. It still is five months until 
the conventions. 
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As Dan’] Webster Didn’t Say 

It may be a mite late for misquoting Daniel 
Webster, but Wyoming’s two Senators did it in 
the course of the debate on admission of Alaska. 
“The great Daniel Webster,” said Senator Lester 
C. Hunt, “delivered himself of this statement. 
He said that Rocky Mountain region was a vast 
uninhabited area that would never be of any 
value to the United States. He said it was only 
a home for the ground hog, the buffalo, and 
the Indian.” 

“I think,” said Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney, 
“he went even a little further and said, as I 
recall, that. it was an impenetrable desert, 
hemmed in by unscalable mountains.” 

The quotation to which our esteemed con- 
temporaries from Wyoming are evidently refer- 
ring is as follows: 

What do we want with this vast and 
worthless area, this region of savages and 
wild beasts, of deserts, of shifting sands and 
whirlwinds, of dust, of cactus and prairie 
dogs? To what use could we ever hope to 
put these great deserts, or those endless 
mountain ranges, impenetrable and covered 
to their yery base with eternal snow? What 
can we ever hope to do with the western 
coast, a coast of 3000 miles, rockbound, 
cheerless, uninviting and not a harbor in it? 
Mr. President, I will never vote one cent 


from the public treasury to place the Pacific 
coast one inch nearer Boston than it is now! 


As will be seen, Senators Hunt and O’Ma- 
honey have misquoted it somewhat. But it 
doesn’t matter. The whole quotation is mis- 
quoted. The speech is one that “Daniel Webster 
did not make,” though it has been attributed 
to him for years and years, Bernard de Voto 
asserts categorically in his “Across the Wide 
Missouri.” Says Mr. De Voto: “Mr. Webster has’ 
been libeled.” What then do we want with this 
vast and worthless quotation, a quotation of 108 
words, rockbound, cheerless, dispirited, and not 
a word of truth in it? 
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Weapon Against a Killer 

While progress on the political front may 
seem disconcertingly slow, there is good news 
from the scientists. It looks as if they have dis- 
covered a cure for tuberculosis. Their claims 
are cautious, but the new drug has been used on 
190 “hopeless” human cases in New York with 
amazing results. : 

If it measures up to expectations, we will have 
a weapon against one of the worst killers. Tu- 
berculcsis still kills more Americans each year 
than all other infectious diseases combined. And 
its toll in the more backward corners of the 
world—where standards of food, shelter and 
cleanliness are far lower than in the United 
States—is even more terrible. 

The tuberculosis germ was identified in 1882 
by Dr. Robert Koch, the German for whom the 
St. Louis. sanitarium is named, but a specific 
cure Jong eluded medical men. All they could 
prescribe was prolonged hospitalization at an 
average cost of $3500 per case in this country. 

Then, a few years ago, German scientists found 
a drug which would kill the germ; but it would 
kill the patient, too. In the last year or so, 
American scientists have synthesized a related 
drug from coal tar. Tried experimentally on 
mice, it killed the TB bug but not the animal. 
And now we have the human results reported 
by Dr. Marcus Kogel, New York City commis- 
sioner of hespitals. He foresees a quick cure of 


tuberculosis at 2 cost of about $100 per case. 
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The use of the drug is considered to 
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duce so economically.” - : 

In his address to the people, the President 
seemed to put the most feeling into his plea for 
Point Four technical and economic aid. The 
bulk of the funds he asks, however, would go for 
direct military assistance or economic aid which 
supports military programs. He told the people 
it is in our own interest to help our friends 
defend themselves. : 

The alternatives, as Mr. Truman presented 
them in his message to Congress, are two—war, 
which he instantly and properly rejects; and the 
reduction of our foreign commitments, which he 
takes to be synonymous with a retreat to the 
Western hemisphere. 

Some Americans will question whether these 
are in fact the only two alternatives. Those. who 
accept the Presfdent’s argument that American 
security can only be achieved in association with 
allies overseas may still legitimately ask 
whether assistance so heavily weighted on the 
military side is the ‘only way to hold and 
strengthen allies. 

Those who agree that defense of the Western 
hemisphere offers an inadequate base for na- 
tional security may still legitimately ask whether 
American access to raw materials and friendly 
relations with other nations would automatically 
terminate if Congress failed to appropriate the 
sums Mr. Truman asks. 

How these questions are answered depends 
ultimately upon how the nature of the Soviet 
threat is assessed, and upon the judgment 
reached as to the total military effort required 
of the Western world to meet that threat. Mr. 
Truman assesses the Soviet threat as primarily, 
though not exclusively, military. His judgment 
is that to meet it the Western world needs a 
rearmament program which cannot promptly be 
achieved without substantial American aid. 

Once the premises are accepted, the Presi- 
dent’s conclusions follow. And the premises, it 
must be remembered, are supported by the 
judgment of such able and patriotic men as 
Gen. Eisenhower, Gen. Bradley, Secretary Lov- 
ett, and Secretary Acheson. Those who respect 
the judgment of such men, as this newspaper 
does, will support the foreign aid program, per- 
haps not in all of its details, but in main out- 
line, as an essential part of the rearmament 
effort which Soviet policies make necessary. 

Continuance of that support, however, will 
hinge upon two contingencies. First, the Amer- 
ican people must be convinced that the recipi- 
ents of military aid are genuinely doing every- 
thing they can to contribute their own fair 
share of the common effort. Second, they must 
be convinced that our aid will in fact, as the 
President said, produce larger returns than if 
spent on our own defense establishment. 

Convinced that the effort is fully shared, and 
that no other policy can produce equal security, 
the people cannot do other than support the 
foreign aid program.

A Community Asset Grows 

Chief Judge George H. Moore warmly ap- 
plauds the rare library gift of the members of 
the Mesker family to the Missouri Historical 
Society and well he may. The Mesker collection 
of 4500 books, manuscripts and periodicals is, 
in all probability, the most valuable acquisition 
by the society in a half century. For years to 
come students of the West will be using the 
frontier materials collected by the late Henry 
W. Williams through his life and almost up to 
the time of death in St. Louis just 60 years ago. 

If the Missouri Historical Society, under Di- 
rector Charles van Ravenswaay, is to be con- 
gratulated, so too are members of the Mesker 
family. They might have chosen to auction off 
these many itents for the high prices a lot of 
them would bring. Fortunately the Meskers 
chose to be community benefactors instead. 

When Allan Nevins was here last month, 
working in the Missouri Historical Society’s rich 
Civil War materials, the Pulitzer prize historian 
said: 

I don’t believe the people of St. Louis 
realize the wealth of rare and valuable his- 
torical documents the society here has. It is 
one of the foremost collections in the nation. 
Now comes the splendid Mesker gift to make 

it still more valuable. Fortunately in recent 
years, particularly through Mr. van Ravens- 
waay’s leadership, the business community is 
coming to see the many uses to which the so- 
ciety’s collections can be put. This realization 
has meant additional support. 

Were this help to be increased as it so easily 
could be, the quiet but always busy place in 
the Jefferson Memorial, Forest Park, would 
soon be recognized as the great civic asset which 
Dr. Nevins knows it to be first-hand. 
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Something Different in Bodies 

It begins to look as though there is less cause 
for concern in the fact that the over-sized auto- 
mobile body is likely to be with us for quite a 
while longer. The Detroit designers are so 
enamoured of it that their infatuation apparent- 
ly is not to be chilled by any number of irate 
car-owners who have just paid big bills for the 
repair of dents and scratches. 

Since the designers will do nothing for the 
lady whose garage doors are never wide enough 
or the man who just cannot squeeze by a tree 
or a.lamp-post, the chemists have come to the 
rescue. Out of glass and plastics, they have con- 
trived an auto body which will pop back into 
shape after being bumped or crumpled. 

Two plants—one in the East and one on the 
West Coast—have started making these elastic 
bodies. They can be placed on a regular chassis. 
And maybe the aute companies will get around 
to making them standard equipment. The bod- 
ies, quite as strong as steel for their weight, will 
crack under a heavy impact. But a workman can 
repair the damage quickly with a bit of plastic. 

The innovation ought to take a great strain 
off the nervous motorist, even though it may 
let the devil-may-care driver roll along with 
more abandon than ever. On the whole, there 
may be a net gain. But it is not perfection by 
any manner of means. So long as the shape of 
cars is not changed, the driver-still will have to 
guess where his right wheel is. The invention 
may take some of the repair bills out of motas- 
ing, but not the intuition, °

A Killing Job, the Presidency?

No medical testimony sustains view that overwork has killed Presi- 
dents, says columnist; the pain retiring executives feel is one of 
nostalgia; Truman's statement that he might be willing to make 
“sacrifice” and run again is classified as the old phonus bolognus.

It has been truthfully said that the 
glamour of the White House is so great that 
once it envelops a man it is difficult to see 
him clearly thereafter. Often baseless leg- 
ends grow up around the President and 
living long after their 
credibility has been destroyed by the facts. 

Despite the evidence, two of these are 
so firmly established that nothing seems 
to shake their permanency. One is that 
the presidency is a “killing” job and that 
those who die of ill- 
ness while holding 
it (or shortly there- 
after) have given 
their lives for their 
country. 

The other is that, 
weary of the great 
burden of responsi- 
bility, the incumbent | 
is always eager to 
get back to private 
life and accepts re- 
nomination only at 
great “sacrifice” of 
his personal desires, 
interests and wel- 
fare, Various Presi- 
dents of both parties have personally con- 
tribyted to these legends. 

Some have themselves come to believe 
in them, though certainly there has never 
been any medical testimony to sustain the 
notion that overwork was the cause of fa- 
tal presidential illness—even in those Pres- 
idents who wrote their own speeches, mes- 
sages and state papers. 

Of this kind, we have not had one in 
twenty years. The truth-is that this notion 
of our Presidents being worked to death 
is as big a piece of humbug as the notion 
that against their individual wish at “great 
personal sacrifice” they permit themselves

. to be “drafted” for another term. 


Years ago the late Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, who knew more Presidents more 
intimately than any man of his time, made 
this sage and sincere remark: 

“No President.” he said, “ever left the 
White House without a severe nostalgic 
pain deep in his heart which no doctor 
ever could ameliorate and which lasted 
the rest of his life.” 

Certainly, the correctness of Dr. Gray- 
son’s diagnosis can easily be confirmed by 
a review of our Presidents of the last 50 
years. Of course, it is easy for partisans 
to enter denials but bolstering these 
denials with the facts is a very different 
story. But, it would be pleasant to find 


one President about to leave the White 
House, who, discarding all pretense and 
pomposity, would candidly admit that he 
had greatly enjoyed being President, that 
his health, if anything, is better than be- 
fore he was elected; that, if it seemed he 
could win he would very much like an- 
other term. 

However, in reply to a question as to when 
he would announce himself, President Tru- 
man told Representative Sabath of Illinois 
that the presidency was a “killing” job; 
that he yearned to ge* out of it; that he 
would not run again unless “I actually feel 
I can bring peace to America and the 
world.” 

In that case he would be willing to “‘sac- 
rifice” himself and “shorten my life ex- 
pectancy.” All of which, as the late Alfred 
E. Smith used to say, is the “old phonus 
bolognus.” 

Although Mr. Truman knew perfectly 
well that Representative Sabath was going 
to repeat his words to the waiting report- 
ers, this does not imply that Mr. Truman 
is a conscious humbug. But, after a man 
has been President a few years he has to 
be an extremely strong man not to be- 
come an unconscious humbug. 

Mr. Truman might have replied to Mr. 
Sabath's question by saying: 

“See here, Adolph, of course I would 
like to be President again but as an ex- 
perienced politician you ought to know 
why I am not going to run. In 1948 I 
barely squeaked through. Clearly, in the 
last four years I have become weaker. For 
one thing, there is the intensified and in- 
creased Democratic opposition in the 
South. For another, there is the revealed 
corruption and inefficiency in the Justice 
and Treasury departments. For another, 
there is the Hiss conviction and the feel- 
ing against Dean Acheson. For another, 
there is the fact that inevitably a party in 
power for twenty years engenders greater 
hostility than one in power for sixteen 
years. There are other reasons but these 
are enough.” 

If the glamour of the job and the ortho- 
dox presidential pose have not clouded 
Mr. Truman’s head, he knows these things 
to be true. Instead, he gives out with the 
same old stuff about being willing to make 
the “sacrifice” and “shorten his life” if 
the people cal! him to bring peace to the 
world. 

It isn’t the reporters who have made 
the “mystery” about his intentions ridicu- 
lous. 


Football Kicks Off With Two Codes

Down through the years there has been 
plenty of talk about over-emphasis of 
football in American colleges but very 
little concerted action. The ath‘etic scan- 
dals that have been exploding in the 
academic world during the past few 
months have, however, finally forced the 
problem beyond the haud-wringing stage. 
Something is actually being done to re- 
store a proper sense of values and a rea- 
sonable sense of morality to the athletic 
side of college life in America. 

Of course, it is crue that many indi- 
vidual institutions have consistently ad- 
hered to the most rigid standards of 
athletic conduct and have themselves been. 
entirely guiltless of the influ- 
ence of professionalism. But unfortunately 
too many others have acquiesced in the 
competitive demand for winning teams 
at any price. 

The only effective way generally to con- 
trol such over-emphasis on sports and to 
curb the evils that follow in its train has 
been through joint agreement of all col- 
leges or of groups of comparable colleges. 
Two far-reaching codes of conduct ap- 
proved within the past few days show that 
real progress is being made in this 


direction. 

The first is the set of recommendations 
indorsed by the executive committee of 
the American Council on Education, to 


which the country’s leading educational 
associations and institutions belong. This 
code would sharply limit the season for 
football, baseball and basketball—cutting 
out all spring football practice and bowl 
games. It would abolish athletic scholar- 
ships as such, require athletes to maintain 
regular academic standing, ban freshmen 
from varsity teams, curtail abuses in re- 
cruiting athletes, and so forth. These

BERNARD SHAW: . &

Dr. Rattray is a British author and lec- 

turer who for many years has been study- 

ing George Bernard Shaw. In 1934 he 
published a chronicle of the life of the 
playwright to that time. 

His new book is also a chronicle, not a 
biography in the usual sense. Without 
trying to relate them he has set down, 
yeer by year, the important facts of Shaw's 
life: his schooling and his early jobs, his 
friendships and his marriage, the appear- 
ance of each literary work. These are 
countless quotations from his plays and 
their prefaces, from his other books and 
i articles, and from his personal 
etters. 


Much of the quoted material is vastly 

interesting; how indeed could one be dull 

when quoting the 

man considered by 

many to be the 

greatest literary fig- 

ure of the century? 

Shaw’s intensely cu- 

rious mind fed upon 

a great number of 

subjects: phil hy, 

literature, music, pol- 

ities, to mention a 

few. His prescience 

in political matters 

is remarkable. It 

was not in 1950 but 

in 1900 that he 

wrote: “It is to be 

Shaw hoped that the Pow- 

ers will soon have the good sense to take 

concerted steps to use their ar ents as 

an international police to sup war.” 

The facts of the playwright’s life ar 

also interesting and often instructive, but, 

as must be expected, their range in im- 

portance is very great. What Shaw said 

and wrote upon the death of his sister 

and his wife is revealing, but the fact 

that “from the age of 30 Shaw had his 

socks made to fit right foot and left foot” 

seems hardly worth recording. It is only 

fair to add that items like the last are in 
the minority. 


The book will serve students of Shaw 
as a valuable reference work. In two 
appendices there are extracts from his 
musical and dramatic critiques. Through- 
out the book are quotations from persons 
who wrote about Shaw and his plays. 
There is a complete index.

“I went to Russia,” he ex- 
plained, “because I wanted to 
know whether the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church is a real Christian 
church or an agency of Soviet 
propaganda. I was convinced by 
what I saw and heard it is a genu- 
ine church. The church is toler- 
ated by the government but not 
favored. 

“I preached to some 2500 -per- 
sons in a Baptist church in Mos- 
cow. I was invited by the Russian 
patriarch to share in the Christ- 
mas service in the Moscow cathe- 
dral. The Russians observe Christ- 
mas on Jan. 6 under the old 
calendar. More than 6000 wor- 
shipers stood throughout the serv- 
ice which lasted four and a half 
hours. 

“Russia goes in for giant build- 
ing. I visited a university in 
Moscow that is one huge block of 
masonry, much larger than your 
city block. There are 20,000 stu- 
dents, but that building houses 
not only classrooms, laboratories 
and libraries, but all the students 
live there.”

LIKE FLAVOR, IS THE STAR OF THE LENTEN SEASON, 


HERE is no time of the year 
that canned tuna fish is not 
on the list of staples. But in 
Lent, it is used even more often. 
Its popularity is perhaps largely 
due to its delicate flavor that is 
slightly reminiscent of chicken. 
The fact that it is also the least 
expensive of canned fish products 
is another factor in its favor. 
Canned tuna and shrimp, an- 
other favorite, are both in heavy 
supply. Pink salmon is more 
plentiful than red and always less 
expensive. As you probably noted, 
there are several types of canned 
tuna fish. The finest and most 
expensive is the light meat tuna. 
The flaked and the grated fish 
are more reasonably priced. These 
are suitable for sandwiches and 
for loaves for which fish-is often 
shredded. For creamed dishes 
and for salads where large pieces 
are more desirable, we like the 
finer white meat tuna. By the 
way, small individual casseroles 
with an interesting shape are at- 
tractive for creamed fish dishes. 
There is an amazing variety of 
eanned fish products offered on 
the market today. One of the 
latest to appear is Holland her- 
ring that is so popular with north- 
ern Europeans as well as with 
Netherlanders, they: are inclined 
to buy it in nine-pound kegs. In 
either form, the herring must be 
soaked in cold water about 24 
hours and the water changed sev- 
eral times as it is salty. Then, it 
must be skinned and boned ‘but 
those that like the flavor of this 
type of herring are ready to give 
the time to prepare it. It is often 
combined with potatoes, hard- 
cooked eggs, onions and cream of 
milk.

HEN the funeral procession 

moved on to’ Calvary Ceme- 

tery in Long Island City and 
Margaret Kearney was laid to rest 
beside her father in the family 
plot. Only one relative, a sister, 
Theresa Flower, attended the fu- 
neral. Dressed in deep mourning, 
Theresa stood beside “Red” Kear- 
ney as Margaret was lowered into 
her grave. 

“Occasionally, when times were 
very bad, Margaret used to get in 
touch with her sister and get may- 
be two or five dollars from her,” 
“Red” says. “After all, she got 
Margaret’s share of their father’s 
money.” 

Although efforts were made to 
locate the son of Margaret and 
“Red” Kearney in time for the 
funeral, the whereabouts of the 
child are still not known. The 
papers committing the child to a

way but there was something 
about her that I can’t explain. It 
was the same thing that made 
every bum on the Bowery mourn 
for her when she died. 


“And God knows what she saw 
in me. I’d been on the Bowery, 
except for the time I served in 
the Army under old Blackjack 
Pershing, since I was a kid of 15. 
But it wasn’t as if Margaret didn’t 
know what she was getting into. 
She’d been doing mission work 
among the bums for about four 
years before I met her.” 


At first after Margaret met 
“Trish Red” she’d go back up- 
town to her father’s home after 
their evenings on the Bowery. 
But then the day came when she 
must choose one way of life or 
the other. She chose the way of 
“Red” Kearney and turned her 
back forever on her family and 
her friends and the life she had 
lived for 40 years as Margaret 
Flower, daughter of Walter 
Flower, well-known and wealthy 
chemist, whose fortune she 
spurned to ‘live with the man she 
loved in Flophouse Alley. 


In time, “Irish Red” and Mar- 
garet Flower were married. He 
says she gave the name of Mar- 
garet Peretz so that her family 
couldn’t trace her. In 1939 a son 
was born to them. Red held a 
job when he could but he had 
long since had to give up working 
as a gandy dancer, the colorful 
term used on the Bowery for men 
who work on railroad construc- 
tion gangs. 


When times got really bad, 
Margaret learned the art of pan- 
handling and no longer had too 
much pride to accept gratuities 
from the swells who came from 
uptown to Sammy’s Bowery Fol- 
lies on slumming expeditions.

Follies, Margaret, with “Red” at 
her side, held court each night 
in this garish night club tucked 
away among the hash foundries 
that line both sides of Skid Row. 
But it was not until her death 
and“ the disclosure of her true 
identity that any of the carriage 
trade customers from uptown 
knew that here was a woman who 
might have taken her place with 
any of them. 

“She never complained and 
she’d do anything for me,” “Red” 
says proudly. “I remember once 
we got thrown out of our room 
and she slept in a snowbank with 
me. I’ve seen her get up and go 
out on the street at three in the 
morning to bum food for me. She 
was a Queen all right. We had 
a good life together.” 

Born in Philadelphia, “Red” 
says he ran away from home 
when his father killed his 
mother. He hit the Bowery and 
made his living panhandling un- 
til he joined the Army. He saw 
service on the border, against 
Pancho Villa and later in France 
during World War I.

FTER the war “Red” worked 
A zrouna the country on rail- 

road construction gangs but 
he always came back to the Bow- 
ery. When he and Margaret were 
married in 1936, Red settled down 
to occasional jobs in New York 
and he was working as an at- 
tendant in an institution when 
one night about five years ago he 
took aboard a slightly larger than 
usual cargo of booze and in his 
exuberance pulled a fire alarm 
box. The judge gave “Red” a 
light sentence for turning in the 
false alarm and sent him to 
Riker’s Island. There fate, in the 
form of a bad check he had 
passed 20 years before, caught 
up with him. 
. “In 1926 when I was working 
as a gandy dancer out in your 
home state I forged a check in 
Bolivar, Mo. “Red” explained. 
“When I was sent to Riker’s Is- 
land they took my fingerprints 
and that’s how they caught me. 
So 20 years after I forged that 
check I was back in Missouri. I 
served four years in the State 
Penitentiary at Jefferson City 
and got out last November.” 


When “Red” returned from 
prison, Margaret was waiting for 
him and they took up their old 
life together, with “‘Red” work- 
ing when he could get a job, both 
of them panhandling when their 
funds ran low, living in squalid 
rooms, drinking too much and 
eating bum food in the Bowery’s 
ptomaine parlors. But they were 
happy and Margaret was by now 
undisputed Queen of the Bowery, 
ruling majestically over a king- 
dom of misery. 

Then on the Sunday morning 
of Feb. 17, at an hour when the

“She looked beautiful,” Box- 
car Betty told this reporter as she 
gazed sadly at the smoke from 
her nickel cigar. “They had her 
fixed up right pretty. Somebody 
even sent her some orchids.” 


After lying in state for two 
days, Queen Margaret was buried 
with simple dignity from St. Ber- 
hard’s Church. 


When the mass was over, the 
hearse followed by a six-car cor- 
tege of mourners, passed up the 
Bowery and paused before Sam- 
my’s Bowery Follies, and Sammy 
in a‘last gesture to the Queen 
sent drinks out to the mourners 
in the cars. Only “Red” Kearney 
refused a drink, the first perhaps 
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my Fuch’s safe with the rest of 
Margaret’s records and the safe 
was cracked and rifled three 
years ago by burglars. 

And so ends the story of the 
society girl who proved that the 
world can be well lost for love. 
The Queen of-:the Derelicts is 
dead.

Suddenly he 
looked all of his 60 years. 

“She was a great girl,” he said. 
“Could you let me have 35 cents 
for a bed?

OUTH ran up against a bad 
§ break of cards in today’s deal, 
played at a small slam, so per- 
haps it was only just that he 
received some help from the op- 
position. | 
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The bidding: 

South 


A spade lead would have given 
South his contract on the spot, 
but West had the good judgment 
(or the good fortune) to open the 
club deuce. East’s 10 went to 
South’s ace, and declarer then 
laid down the ace of trumps, 
naturally hoping for a 1-1 break. 
When East showed out, discarding 
the diamond nine, declarer led 
another round of trumps, giving 
West his king. 

West, as he explained later, 
considered shifting to diamonds, 
but since the club jack had been 
located in East's hand by reason 
of South’s winning the first trick 
with the ace, West felt that it 
was safe to continue with clubs. 
So he led his seven-spot. Dum- 
my played low and East of course 
had to put up the jack. Declarer 
won with the king and proceeded 
to run off the rest of his trumps, 
keeping the A-5 of spades, the 
diamond ace and the club nine 
in dummy. 

When the last trump was 
cashed, West was in very serious 
trouble. He had given up all his 
diamonds to hold three spades 
and the high club, but he was 
soon to feel even stronger pres- 
sure. South led a spade to the 
ace and cashed the diamond ace. 
discarding his club eight—and 
West now had to throw away thé 
spade 10 to hold the club queen. 
‘South read the situation perfectly 
he did not take the spade finesse 
but instead led directly to his 
king, and that was that. 

If West insisted on leading the 
second club, he might at least 
have laid down the queen. That 
would have nipped the squeeze 
in the bud.
